Anfw. We think with no great dithculty. To the 
foriner, We affirm Friendfhip 1s not always mutual any 
more than Love, and prove our afhrmation both by 
com.non Senfe, and what appears to us fair realoning ; 
tor do's not common Senfe and Experience tell us that 
many Perlons are Friends to thofe who don't aniwer 
their Friendfhip — nay, whoare many time: either chro’ 
Ingraticude or Miftake, their moft Inveteiate Enemies ; 
which brings tothe Argument trom Reafon. Enmity 1s 
not always mutual, nor therefore Friend{bip, becaule 
they are oppofites, and muft have che fame Properties 
aid Proportions, according to the known Maxim: All 
therefore that can be faid here, is, that Mutual Friend- 
fhip is certainly Mutual Friendfhip ; but chat chere may 
be alio Friendfhip not mutual as well as Love, We 
think We have made evident. To the fecond Objeéti- 
on, That We make Love too narrow, by confining it

Reader to judge whether not fufficiently to our pur- 
poie, tho‘ We contels We had never read that Paflage 
in Plutarch before, but accidentally met with it fince 
our former Difcourfe on this Subjeét. As for what is 
produc‘d again{tus, We muft declare We don‘t pretend 
to make Definitions with Doétors, efpecially fo great a 
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Perfon as is Nam‘d; but however in the pre fort Cee, 
as tor his Authority We'll tuin the bereft Heatlin to him, 
and let ‘em fbsfe it together ; and tettirg that afice, 
We leave any unprejudic'd Perfon to judge, whether 
of the two gives a more proper Delcripiion or Idea of 
that Paffion which makes fo much Notie in the World;
